McGill Men Lose in Spite of 
Heroic Resistance

Curtain Rung Down on Most 
Erratic Season in History 

QUEENS' WIN AST 

Queens had sweet revenge on Satur- 
day for their early season trouncing at 
the hands of McGill. True, their game 
was not won by any large margin, but 
a victory after many long years of wait- 
ing was . welcome, no matter by what 
margin. The score was 6 to 3 when 
the teams responded to the last cal! 
of the whistle and trotted to the show- 
ers and Queens had climbed out of the 
cellar position in the intercollegiate 
Union giving McGill à shove into the 
depths in the process. 

It is many years since. McGill ha- 
been left at the tail end of the league 
when the season was completed but the 
team has nothing to be ashamed of. In 
a tlmc-comcred fight with teams that 
were matched as evenly as any in the 
history of Canadian college sport it was 
inevitable that someone would go down 
bv a small margin and McGill were 
the unfortunate ones. The result of the 
(fame on Saturday places McGill a full 
game behind Toronto, the. league lead- 
ers, and a half game in the rear of 
Querns. 

Both teams fought bitterly from Hw 
first rail 'h e whistle until the last 
second of the contest, but the game 
while it was the most the players could 
do on that day. was a very poor cxhi 
hition of football. Rarely has an in- 
termediate or junior game been seen 
where there was so much fumbling and 
rtiispjays by the men on both teams 

As far as fumbling was concerned 
McGill had a wide margin over their 
opponents in the number of errors cre- 
dited against them. The Red and White 
half line seemed to go to pieces early 
in the game and they could not keep 
a firm hold on the ball at any time. 1 
was "Boo" Anderson's off-day. Fight 
ing his hardest, the usually safe half 
was the most unreliable player on the 
f;cld as far as catching the ball was 
concerned. Time after time he would 
let go of. the pigskin after having caught 
it and he was never given a chance to 
recover the ball once gone. 

T|ie field was not as bad as might 
have been thought from the weather 
indications. The work of a large squad 
of snow shovellers had served to clean 
•he place up the day before the game 
so that no snow was left on the grid 
iron. The little that fell on Saturday- 
served to harden up the surface when 
the air got colder. 

Very few McGill supporters were 
present at the game the majority, of the 
students hooding up their money for the 
play-off which they confidently hoped 
would take place next week. Those 
who did get to the game banded toget- 
her and kept up a continuous line of 
cheers throughout the afternoon in op- 
position to t'nr Queens rooters in the 
bleaches. When McGill threatened to 
be outdone by the larger number of 
rooters the large group of students from 
Royal Military College joined with the 
red and white men and the quota of 
visitors appeared to be more numerous. 

The game was really decided on the 
drop kick secured by Lcadlcy early in

MEETS TONIGHT 

Major Chisholm Will Speak 
on Export Trade at the 
Union, 8.15 P.M. 



To-night at 8.1 5 the Commercial So- 
ciety, will hold its second regular meet- 
ing of this session. The executive have 
been very fortunate in securing as spea- 
ker for the evening Major Hugh Chis 
holm— a McGill grad-and Trade Com- 
missioner for countries on the Carribcan 
Sea. He is" an authority on export trade 
and has been giving lectures through 
out the Dominion on that subject. 

This is practically the last time that 
Major Chishqlm will have an opportuni 
ty to speak to a Canadian audience at 
least for some little time for he is sail- 
ing again Tucs. night. It is very kind 
of Major Chisholm to devote a portion 
of his time to speaking to the Commer- 
cial Society, and the Executive would 
like a large turnout of the members to 
show their appreciation. 

The subject of export trade is a va- 
gue and- distant sort of "thing in most 
peoples minds, and it would be hard 
to find one more capable of explaining 
the features of the subject and making 
them more lucid than Major Chisholm. 

This talk will undoubtedly be intense- 
ly ' interesting to the layman but more 
especially so to the men who arc tak- 
ing the option that leads to '■ foreign 
trade. 

The notice that has been given of 
this meeting has been exceedingly short 
but it was due to the uncertainty of 
Major Chisholm being able to come. 
However, the importance of the meet- 
ing is commensurate with the shortness 
of the notice. 

The meeting will have music and re- 
freshments as usual during the social 
twenty minutes after the lecture. The 
meeting will be held in the Union.

DR. COHEN GIVES 
FINALLECTURE 

The Last of a Valuable Course 
by Eminent Chemist 

Dr. Ernest Cohen's course of let 
tures in the Chemistry Building on 
Physical Chemistry was completed on 
Friday afternoon when he gave a very 
graphic description of the method of 
determining the solubility of substan 
ces under such an enormous pressure 
as 1,500 to 2,000 atmospheres, that is a 
pressure corresponding to 48,000 to 64, 
000 lbs. to square inch. He showed the 
apparatus employed including the auto- 
matic shaking device and by lantern 
slides, the construction of the whole 
equipment required to solve this prob- 
lem- The result of Dr. Cohen's work- 
was to establish that Braun's Law on 
the relation of temperature and pressure 
to solubility held true under such high 
pressures as those employed during his 
experiments. 

These lectures have been attended by 
100 to 150 members of the University 
*nd have been models of clear, simple 
exposition of extremely complicated 
phenomena. At the close of the lec- 
ture, Dr. Ruttnn and Dr. Eve express- 
ed the. thanks of the University to Dr. 
Cohen for his delightful course of lec- 
tures.

FOOTBALL A DANGEROUS 
SPORT. 

Watching the University of Chi- 
cago football eleven clash with the 
University of Colorado team Satur- 
day, John T. Heislcr, of Chicago, 
dropped dead in the stands from heart 
disease. Physicians said that his 
death was undoubtedly caused by the 
excitement of the game. 



During the. past summer one of the 
most noticeable effects of the fund 
which was raised last year has been in 
the construction of the library. Not 
only has the construction work on the 
building been done but many new books 
were purchased to add to the stacks. 
By February it is expected that the en- 
tire new addition will be in operation 
and that all changes and alterations on 
.the old library will Ik complete. 

The new part of the library will be 
used for several new departments as 
well as for the enlarging of the present 
stacks. On the top floor there is to be 
an exhibition which will illustrate the 
development of printing and writing. 
McGill is most fortunate in having a 
collection of old manuscripts and books 
among which may be found many exam- 
ples of illuminated letters. This col- 
lection will t'orm the basis for the many 
other rare books that the library pos 
scse5. 

On the floor under this the Blacker 
collection of books on zoology will be 
placed. This is a new library and as yet 
has not been placed oh the shelves. It 
was for the most part collected last 
summer and will be one of the most 
complete libraries on this subject in the 
country. 

On the next floor the Blackadder li- 
brary of architecture. One half of 
each floor will be devoted to the stacks. 
On the first floor the Wood library, 
Ornithology will be permanently placed. 
It is hoped that some of these books 
may be in place by the first of the year, 
but in as much as the entire stack must 
be cleaned the work may be delayed. 

The Wood library which is now in 
the periodical room will leave this place 
vacant. The periodicals will be changea 
to another room and this space devotco 
to the University Book Club and also 
be used as an office for the traveling 
libraries. There will be numerous othci 
changes which will add to the efficient 
of the department. 

One of the improvements which will 
be caused by the new wing is the open- 
ing of a smoking room. This will be 
on the lower floor of the building now 
occupied by part of the stacks. There 
will also be a new room for the use of 
the professors, and a special cataloug- 
ing room. 

Much has been said about the open- 
ing of the stacks to student body. The 
stacks arc contrary to the general opi- 
nion open to those graduates and hon- 
our students who have a real cause to 
use them. They arc not allowed to 
work here owing to the fact that in the 
past men have abused the privilege and 
not only done ordinary work but have 
talked so as to annoy others trying to 
study there. Then at present the con- 
struction work on the building has made 
it necessary to cut holes in the floor 
ing and in other ways make it unsafe 
for the general student body. Besides 
this the fact that the stacks arc not 
as yet entirely in their logical order 
which causes confusion to those 
arc not throughly acquainted with

At its best Lowell's prose style is 
that of a master of the English tongue. 
I» ii full of life and masculine vigor. 
In its large, clear, and easy flow it is 
the expression of a strong, rich, and 
well-matured mind, of a nature gen- 
erous and sweet, and of a poetic tem- 
perament modified by the tastes of a 
scholar and oi a student of nature. 
The resources of the language are at 
his command. There is no conscious 
effort in his sentences, no mere rhetor- 
ical display, but they possess a natural 
and often noble modulation. The form 
which he gives to his thought seldom 
makes too great a claim on the atten- 
tion of the reader ; his diction is in gen- 
eral simple and direct, full without re- 
dundancy, word and phrase happily 
coalescing with the thought. There is 
much in his style of what he railed "that 
hnppy spontancousncss which delimits 
us in the best writers." and which : s 
evidence of thc highest culture. Now 
and then his vicacitv of fancy leads 
'Mm beyond the bounds of a chastened 
taste, and he drops thc wand of the 
magician to play' for a brief instant 
I with the ..lath of the jester. But the 
I fulness of life is less often manifest 
in superabundance of vivacity than in 
happy illustration vivid twtanhor, ima- 
I ttlnative simile, or wise reflection. 

Of all his prose work that which 
most T fiillv displays his penius is, per- 
haos. the bodv of his essays on the 
English poets and dramatists. There 
are no literary studies in the language 
more instinct with thc true spirit of 
criMcal .appreciation, none which may 
serve better as an introduction not 
merely to the work of special poets, 
but to English poetry in general. For, 
in treating of the poets from Spenser 
to Wordsworth, thc whole field is trav- 



through it, and many of its by-paths 
are incidentally explored. The treat- 
ment is thoroughout large, liberal, and 
just, distinguished by poetic insight, 
scholarly urbanity, and mature reflec- 
tion. 

Yet if his native genius finds its 
freest expression in these literary es- 
says, his character is perhaps mani- 
fested even more impressively in his 
political writings.

For the first time in five years the 
rinceton team was defeated by Yale, 
he game, devoid of any flukes, was 
hand-fought battle in which the 
ettcr team won. 

Yale's Forwards Mighty 
-To the critic the outstanding fea- 
irc of the game was the great power 
f the Yale line. The strength it 
howed and the ability of the Blue's 
orwards to diagnose plays quickly 
nd accurately surprised even those 
vho have been closely following the 
*ork of the Bulldogs all season. 
It was known that Yale had a good 
inc. but that it had been developed 
o the degree of perfection that it 
bowed Saturday had not been 
-nown. Princeton, with its vaunted 
'gnptag attack and excellent interfer- 
ence that played such a prominent 
art in its defeat of Harvard, was not 
ly surprised; it was shocked, al- 
ost nonplussed. Time and again 
ourie directed his plays at the line, 
rat here, then there, until he had 
loroughly tested every position in a 
ain effort to ascertain if along that 
lue front there was not a weak spot 
rough which he could drive Cleaves 
id Garrity. or through which he 
unself might slip and advance, at 
ïast as far as the secondary defense, 
ut it was a hopeless task.

During this succession of plunges 
and runs, the poor tackling of the 
Princeton players was- - emphasized. 
It was evident that Coach Roper had 
been unable to improve the work of 
the Tigers in this respect, since their 
clash with Harvard showed how woe- 
fully weak they were in this essential. 

For a fleeting second in this period 
it seemed that Ralph Gilroy might 
again write his name in sport's Hall 
of Fame. After the kick-off, follow- 
ing the touchdown, Princeton had 
been unable to make any headway 
and was compelled to punt. Lourie 
lifted the ball to O'Heani, who ran" 
ibback twenty-five yards before being 
downed, although a half dozen 
Princeton players ; had a fling at him. 
Then Yale tried one of the few for- 
ward passes it attempted during the 
game. 

Gilroy Misses a Chance 

Gilroy hurled himself in the path 
of the flying ball, clutched at it, but 
could not hold it. Had he been able 
to hold it he might have further im- 
mortalized his name u\ Princeton an- 
nals by dashing for a touchdown, 
for there were few Yale players be- 
tween him and the distant goal line* 
.The injury to Captain Keck was 
indeed a sad blow to the hopes of the 
Tigers. The linn had been weak 
enough, even with him playing, but 
it became vastly weaker when the 
same leader was helped to the side 
lines. 

Keck is a great pla3 - cr both offen- 
sively and defensively. He had been 
l tower oi strength and his position 
was one of the few the Bulldogs had 
found it next to impossible to pene- 
trate. It was the irony of fate that 
ircvcnted his taking part in the scor- 
ing of Princeton's touchdown. 

It was not . until after he had been 
carried from the field that the Tigers 
started their drive. They came into 
possession of the bail on Yale's 42-yard 
line, and by a 'Series of wide runs and 
f orward passes, eventually tied the 
score. The 'drive' was launched by 
Snivcly, who made a thirty-five yard 
pass to Lourie; who was forced' out of 
bounds. Cleaves tried to circle his own 
right end, but was thrown for a two- 
yard loss. The Tigers then worked a 
triple pass, Cleaves to Snively to Gar- 
rity, for a short gain. From a forward 
pass formation Lourie skirted right end 
for an eight-yard gain, and, a first down. 

Two line plays gave, the . Tigers five 
more. At this juncture Lourie and 
■Garrity worked a forward pass that 
gained eight yards from 'the line' of 
scrimmage, although in reality the pass 
was about fifteen yards long. This 
placed the ball on Yale's one-yard line. 
Garrity then took the ball on a plunge 
just outside of his own left tackle and 
fell across the goàl line for a touch' 
down. Baker kicked the goal. 

The Tigers had succeeded in marching 
fifty-eight yards over the line-scored 
turf. They had been aided in this ad- 
vance by the successful application of 
forward passes for a total of fifty 
vards. That tells the tale of Prince- 
ton's touchdown as nothing else could 

But for the timely— or untimely, ac- 
cording to the viewpoint — interference 
of Aldrich early in the third period. 
Princeton might have scored a second 
Snively hurled a 40-yard pass toward 
Lourie. Tiger quarter-back seemed 
uncovered, but Aldrich suddently flash- 
ed in front of him as if he had sprung 
up from the ground and knocked down 
the pass. And that was on Yale's 25. 
yard line. _ 

Exchange of Punts Favors Yale 

The play then surged back and forth 
up and tlown the field, and was mark- 
ed by an exchange of punts. In thi 
exchange Yale had somewhat the bet- 
ter of the duelling in yardage. Finally 
the ball came to rest, in Yale's possess- 
ion on Princeton's 37-yard line. Here 
Yale again successfully worked the de 
layed pass and Aldrich ploughed, twist 
cd and churned his way over the turf 
for a gain of seventeen yards. 

With the ball nestling on the Tigers' 
20-yard line, Yale elected to trv to fur 
thcr rip the Orange and Black line. 
The first attempt resulted in no gain, 
Jordan then managed to squirm through 
fur three yards. 

The Princeton line was holding, much 
to the chargrin of Yale and its horde of 
followers in. the stands.. From the op 
posite sidS oi. ttîe ïiefa'bîllowed the 
ringing appeal from thousands of 
throats, "Hold 'em Princeton!" 

Finding the onsault against the line 
futile, the Bulldogs elected to try a for- 
ward pass, but Gilroy knocked it down 
Then Aldrich dropped back to the 
Tigers' 15-yard line arid contributed the 
first of his two field goals. It was ? 
low kick and to some in the stands it 
ap|>earcd as if a Princeton player, in 
trying to block the ball, deflectc'd it 
with his hands just enough to lift 
over the bar- and between the uprights. 
Others clainicd»the'iafl^l»a<l. iiot been* 
touched. Perhaps it wasn't. Yale once 
more was in the lead, and the thou.- 
sands of blue trimmed rooters literally 
went' wild with joy. 

Kick of Aldrich Falls Short 

Later in the same period Aldrich tried 
to kick a field goal, but he assigned 
himself quite a task— a task that was 
too much for any but a phenomenal 
boot. The period .was drawing to a 
close, when, standing on the 55-yard 
line, Yale's stalwart Captain tried to 
drop-kick tbebal! between the goal 
posts. Tt fell.-short • by- - teoVyards,- drop-

the game. That three points was the 
obstacle that stood between McGill and 
victory throughout the afternoon and, 
try as they would, the players could 
not overcome the lead. 

The î winning o'f the toss at the open- 
ing of the game gave McGill the ad- 
vartage of having the wind behind their 
backs,! but Baillic elected to carry on a 
bnckirig, J game so that the breeze did not 
piove to be as much advantage as it 
would have been had he adopted a kick- 
ing game. 

A fumble gave Queens the ball early 
in the contest and was- indirectly res- 
ponsible for the drop kick. McGill had 
secured the ball in Queens territory 
.when the tri-color outsidos had failed 
to give yards ^o Anderson when he was 
mt-king a catch. The ball was dropped 
during a line play and Queen's secured 
it. Two clear cut gains made by Evans 
find Harding brought the ball well down 
into the McGill territory and Lcadley 
sent over a field goal to put his team 
in the lead by three points. • Queens 3, 
McGill 0. 

A series of fumbles and penalties 



for interference marred the play for.Hh 
remainder of the period. Punting duels 
played a large part with Carrol! and 
Lcadley battling for supremacy. Car- 
roll was slowly gaining on the Queens 
man and forcing him towards his owl 
■line. Suddenly, instead of kicking to 
Lcadley, as he had been doing, Carroll 
sent a -long high kick to the open side 
>i the field and it was only' recovered 
by Harding after a long run and a sen- 
sational catch. The play was in Queen's 
territory when the period ended. 

A misplay by Lcadley was almost 
disastrous for Queen's at the opening 
of the second quarter. He fumbled the 
ball about five yards from, his own line 
and McGill secured it: Two bucks 
brought McGill but a short distance 
from the chalk-mark and it appeared as 
if they were about to go over. Using 
the play that had been especially . pre- 
pared for such an occasion Baillie pre- 
narcd to use the quadruple shift. The 
Queen's men thinking that only a triple 
shift was to be used charged through 
on the third call of 'hep', and appeared 
- all offside but the referee ruled 
that McGill had mixed up themselves 
in the play and awarded the ball to 
Queens because ot McGill's. failure to 
make yards. 

Even then McGill was close enough 
to force a point from a rouge if they 
secured the ball. Flanagan got it and 
kicked over the line but Harding was 
too .quick for the wings and carried the 
ball out of danger. The ball sec-sawed 
up and down the gridiron throughou' 
the period but neither of the teams coulJ 
score a point. 

When the second half opened, Mc 
Gill had the wind behind them and im- 
mediately adopted a kicking game. This 
proved to be the most effective work 
of the day and they soon had the 
Queen's/ team with their backs to their 
goal line. The ball was well into the 
home teams territory when Leadley 
made a poor kick and McGill was in 
possession within striking distance of 
the goal only to lose- their chance by 
a fumbled play a moment after. How 
ever, Leadley kicked and when Carrol 1 
returned the punt to him the tri-color 
half back dropped the ball; 

Russell was the only player close by 
and he dribbled the ball along the field 
until out of danger and then picked it 
up and went over. There ensued a 
long argument between the captains of 
the teams and . the referee about the 
play." It appeared that none of the of- 
ficials had seen the play clearly and 
they were unwilling to credit McGill 
with a touchdown, as Captain Ander T 
son demanded. The ruling of the re- 
feree was that McGill had scored a 
rouge and one point was accordingly 
marked up in favour of the Ret! and 
White. 

The play was still strongly in Mc- 
Gill's favor and Flanagan and Carroll 
booted the ball whenever they got the 
chance. Queen's line held well when 



backed up in their own territory but 
Flanagan finally sent over a long kick 
across the goal line. Harding caught 
the ball x and was brought down heavily 
when both Grain and Little tackled him 
at the same time. Queens 3, McGill 2. 

Two bad catches in succession al- 
lowed the ball to roll away and be se- 
cured by Queen's men and the play was 
soon in McGill's quarters. Twice in 
succession Queen's tried to gain by 
bucking and finding that this did not 
help them, Leadley kicked over and 
Flanagan was forced to rouge. Queen's 
4, McGill 2. 

Carroll and Leadley again started a 
lively punting duel which was finally 
abandoned by the Presbyterians in fa- 
vor of line work. Three downs failed 
t- give thorn their yards and McGil! had 
the ball at centre field. Carroll again 
punted and Leadiey was dropped by 
Grain on his fifteen yard line. Another 
exchange of punts and Carroll had sent 
the ball over to Leadley and he was 
forced to rouge. Queens 4, McGill 3. 

Queens had the wind with- them in 
the fourth quarter and they too began 
using kicking to advantage. A poor 
kick by Carroll gave Queens their 



chance and after Harding had made n 
short gaiii through the line, Leadley 
kicked over the deadline for another 
point. Queens 5, McGill 3. y 

Russell made some pretty plunges 
through the line for long gains, his 
play being the outstanding work on the 
McGill team for the day. An end run 
gained five yards for McGill and an on- 
side kick from Baillie to Philpots as 
many more. Working in front of the 
goal, Flanagan tried a drop kick but 
it failed to go over the bar and a few 
minutes later when he kicked over the 
uroal line, Harding ran the ball out of 
danger: 

A fumble by Flanagan gave the ball 
to Queen's and they gained mdrSiground 
down the field towards McGill's : goal. 
A punt hy Harding gave McGil! the 
ball on their own fifteen yard line and, 
when an outside kick failed few minutes 
tes afterwards, Queen's' had possession 
near McGill's line. 

They soon found that it was hope- 
less to attempt bucking the McGill line 
with only a few minutes to play and 
Leadley kickod over the line. Carroll 
caught the ball and he was thrown back 
and forced to rouge just as time

PARLIAMENTARY NEWS 
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PRINCETON IS TO 
BUILD A CHAPEL 

Huge Structure Will Cost a 
Million 



v 




Princeton University is to replace the 
Marquand chapel, destroyed by fire two 
years ago, with a chapel that will ap- 
proach .tlie dimensions of a small ca- 
thedral. It will be one of the largest 
edifices of its kind in the world devoted 
to the use of a collcfc and it is ex- 
pected that the cost will be much more 
than ?1 ,000.000. 

The - plans for the new edifice were 
announced today by representatives of 
Cram Si Ferguson. Boston architects. 
Ralph Adams' Cram is supervising the 
work of the architects. lie and his firm 
an- now performing similar services for 
tjic Cathedra! oi St. John the Divine in 
~Ncw York City. 

The exterior design will be based on 
the architectural design of the 14th cen- 
tury in England, with special relation- 
ship to certain parts of Carlisle ami the 
fragment of Ojisborough. The' interior 
will bear a fcr.cra! resemblance to the 
inferior oi Exeter, described by the 
architect- as or.c oi the most ber.it jiul 
it- England.. 

"The na'vc of the Princeton chapel 
has a width between columns of '40 feel 
a. total width of 58 fe-t. Its in- 
ior length from wall to wail is 270 
feet." says the announcement. "Its 
height from the pavement to the crown 
of the vault h 76 feet. This is jus; 
about the wi.lth and height of King's 
College chapel, Cambridge, while the 
length is only about 20 feet less. 

hile the chapel itself extends in 
ubroken length and unchanged width 
from cud to end. the cas'.eriy third is 
set off from the main body by an open 
screen, the intention being that this 
easterly third, nr day chapel, should lit 
used for the daily services, seating nor- 
mally 170 prrsons in stalls arranged 
choir fashion. 

"This seating capacity could be doub- 
led. sliQtild the necessity arise, by the 
flacing of chairs in the Wide open area 
between the two files of stalls. This 
iflay. chapel would have its own pulpit 
Mid a comparatively small number of 
students' assembled here would not have 
the effect of being lost, as would the 
tame number distributed casually 
throughout the entire chapel. On those 
occasions when the whole faculty and 
student body would be present, the fac- 
ulty would occupy the rear row of stalls, 
which' 'surrourd the choir on three 
sides, while the other scats would b 
used by the choristers, and possibly .by 
the members of the senior class. The 
great body of students would occupy 
the' main portion of nave. 

"The psuedo-transcpts. already referr-

The fourth period opened with the 
ball in Yale's possession on Princeton's 
36-yard line. It was in this session that 
Yale did its most effective work in for- 
ward passing, and for a time it seemed 
that the Blue was destined to push the 
pigskin over for another touchdown. 

The quarter was not many minutes 
old when a forward pass, Aldrich to 
Sturm, advanced the ball 20 yards. The 
pass was made directly over the centre 
of the line, and was excellently exe- 
cuted. ' Plays at the line was unproduc- 
tive and Scott finally broke through 
and tackled O'Hcarn tor a 10-yard loss. 
Forward Pass Is Used 

Again Yale chose the aerial route to 
surmount the obstacle. • Aldrich. hurled 
the spheroid to O'Hcaru and 21 yards 
were gained. The ball then rested on 
the Tiger's 11-yard line. Garrity had 
been the last man between O'Hcaru and 
the goal line, and while Princeton 
hearts stopped beating and hopes choked 
cheers in the throats of the Blue le- 
gion.
